It is the intention of the Department of Social Develonment to request com- 
munity support and community involvement in the prevention and treatment 
of juvenile delinquency. The Department believes that delinquency results 
from a variety of personal, social, economic and circumstantial factors, 
and that individual citizens and communities must be active in correcting 
situotions which encourage delinquency. Volunteers of all kinds, from a 
service club working on a special Project to an interested individual concern- 
€d with a specific juvenile, will be solicited and utilized.

Home Canning P roblems 


By Pat Prymak 
District Home Economist 


HOME CANNING 
PROBLEMS 


Why are Mrs, B,’s canned 
raspberries such a nice red 
and mine faded? Why are my 
pears pink? Why did my corn 
turn brown? This is thesea- 
son when many homemakers 
are confronted with such 
problems of home canning, 
The following will provide 
solutions to some of these 
problems, 

Faded Berries: Somevar- 
ieties lose color more than 
others, Injury to berries 
during preparation causes 
escape of juice and hence 
loss of color, Storage in a 
light place may cause fading, 

Floating Fruit: may be 
caused by too heavy a syrup 
or an underpacked jar. 

Brown Diseoloration in 
Canned Fruit: This is caused 
by oxidation, Air has been 
removed from fruit either 
because: (1) too low tem- 
perature was 2 
of poor seal or faulty lids. 
Enzymes within fruit have 
not been destroyed by suff- 
iclent temperature, Use a 
hot rather than cold pack 
method to prevent this. Use 
standard processing time, 

Pink Pears: May be due to 
overcooking, or too slow 
cooking. Some varieties of 
pears tend to turn pink, 

White Sediment in Vege 
tables: White particles sett- 
ling out in the bottom of 
containers is probably due 
to hard water, White sedi. 
ment in peas or beans may 
be due to over-mature vege- 
tables, Sometimes starch 
cooks out and gives the li- 


used or (2 
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quid awhite look, White sedi- 
ment in tomatoes indicates 
spoilage, It is caused by us- 
ing a poor product and by 
core present, 

Browned Corn - May be 
caused by: (1) overcooking, 
(2) canning corn at a poor 
stage of maturity or (3) us- 
ing too much corn and not 
enough water in jar, Kernel 
corn should not be packed 
too tightly. 

Foggy Liquid - This may 
be flat sour spoilage. To 
avoid, handle products rap- 
idly and carefully. Use fresh 
products, Follow recomm- 
ended procedure, Store ina 
cool place, 

Sulphide Spoilage - Found 
particularly in peas, Food 
is often soft and has a very 
unpleasant odor, The trouble 
is due to the presence of 
bacteria which may be des- 
troyed only at higher than 
boiling temperature (pres- 
sure canning), Botulism is 
fatal unless the product is 
boiled when removed from 
the container, Use a tested 
pressure cooker for cann- 
ing all low acid vegetables 
(most vegetables except to- 
matoes), Bacteria thrive on 
low-acid foods; water boil- 
ing temperatures will not 
completely destroy these 
bacteria, only temperatures 
above 212 F will be effec- 
tive, 

Any additional home can- 
ning problems can be gladly 
answered if you write or 
call the district home econ- 
omist at the Municipal Build- 
ing, Morinville, 

CANNERS ., , BEWARE - 

1, Don’t pack jars too 
tightly -- especially corn, 
beans and lima beans - these 
expand during processing. 


Leave 1 1/2 inches at top 
of jar, For other foods leave 
one inch on top. 

2. Don’t fill jars too full 
of Uquid -- leave one inch 
head space, and 1 1/2 inch 
space for peas, beans and 
corn, 

3, Don’t count time in 
boiling water bath before 
water attains a full roll- 
ing boil, Keep it boiling vig- 
orously the entire time. 

4, Don’t have water in 
boiling water bath less than 
two inches above the jar 
tops, in order to prevent 
loss of liquid from jars, 

5. Don’t over process fruit 
‘just to make sure,’’ This 
causes it to float in the jar 
and will turn peaches, pears 
and apricots brown, 

For safety in home cann- 
ing use only recommended 
methods,

ing out that St, Albert was the best location for a univer- 
sity. 

After many ups and downs, meetings, reminders and 
also at appropriate times saying nothing, the government 
announced on Jan, 21, 1970 that the university would be 
located next to St, Albert and later announced the site 
which {s east of the town. 

In the 1964 report the advantages for St, Albert were 
listed as: 

1, The establishment of auniversity will give St, Albert 
the kind of publicity it needs. 

2. It will provide more employment in St, Albert. 

3. The establishment of a university could help in 
attracting specialized industries to St, Albert, industries 
of the type that do not require much water or waste 
disposal such as electronic industries, 

4. The student population would introduce into St, Albert 
spending money of a kind that turns over rapidly helping 
the local economy. 

5. It will create a greater demand for high value 
residential areas which St, Albert is in a position to 
provide, 

These advantages are still valid. However there have 
been a number of studies since that time regarding the 
servicing of a new university, The conclusion that has 
been reached by the university commission is that a new 
university would need a new watermain from the City of 
Edmonton and that the sewage should be piped to the 
Edmonton disposal plant rather than having more lagoons 
along the Sturgeon River, 

The construction of sewer and watermains to Edmonton 
for the university provides St, Albert with a wonderful 
opportunity that the town should now fully explore. 

The purpose of a satalite town is that such a town also 
provides employment (usually as much employment as 
there are employees living in the town), Our industrial 
areas are however not accessible to good roads and are 
not adequately served by all utilities, The town has had 
industrial zoning along the NAR tracks. The utilities 
needed for the university will come close to this 
industrial site allowing {ts development, Also the town 
should see to it that these utilities have surplus capacity 
that can be used later by the town, In the case of water 
this use is needed almost immediately upon completion 
of the main, 

What about the university itself? We hopethatthe main 
entrance will be right at the end ofSir Winston Churchill 
Avenue, The road pattern will have to be such that the 
commuting students can reach the university without 
having to go through residential areas, Most of the stu- 
dents will of course commute from Edmonton, There 
will be some student residences and no doubt there will 
be a need for apartment buildings that cater to student

the university, Fortunately it is possible to co-ordinate 
the planning between the university authorities and the 
regional planning commission, This type of co-ordina- 
tion in itself is unique, 

Generally a university does nofattract a major shopp# 
ing centre next to it, There will be a need of a special- 
ized centre which has such facilities as a book store, 
pizza joint and the like. The aim of the town should 
remain the develop the downtown area as its main com- 
mercial area, é’ 

The university will require staff and faculty which 
we hope will locate in St, Albert. It is expected that 
the faculty and staff will create a greater need for 
single family housing in the community. 

St, Albert has become a university town, It would be 
a real shame if the town would squander away the opp- 
ortunities that are now offered to it. If we want to make 
something of St, Albert we should remain masters of our 
own house!
